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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 05-01-07 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Examiner has thoroughly reviewed applicant's arguments but firmly believes the cited 
reference to reasonably and properly meets the claimed limitations. Applicants argument was that "deciding in the switching center 
whether a message communication with a certain address is allowed or not, and writing information of unallowed addresses in said record, 
thus determining contents of said record". In response, examiner would like to point out that Krishnamurthi et al teaches a Service 
Request message is transmitted from BS to mobile switching center, Service Request message contains a Mobile Identity (address) 
element to identify the subscriber unit (for registration) to which the call setup is directed. Mobile switching center possesses information 
necessary for the call setup. Information such as the Subscribed Services Record and the registration information for a particular 
subscriber unit are stored in mobile switching center subscriber unit registers with mobile switching center on a regular basis. Registration 
is for the subscriber unit to report its location and Mobile Identity to mobile switching center. Mobile switching center have message 
processor which processes the messages associated with the base station call setup. Mobile switching center also have memory 200 for 
storing information (Mobile Identity) relating to subscriber units for registration, based on information stored in the mobile switching 
center's memory 200, the message processor determines whether the service requested in the BS Service Request message is 
authorized for the particular subscriber unit. If both criteria are satisfied, the message processor authorizes the base station initiated call 
setup. Furthermore, the mobile switching center will determine if the call should be allowed based on information stored in its memory. 
The mobile switching center maintains information regarding the state of a subscriber unit. Mobile switching center will also deny 
authorization for the call setup if the indicated of the BS Service Request message (Service Request message contains a Mobile Identity 
i.e. address) is not authorized for subscriber unit (para. # 0036,0040-0041 ,0046-0047, see fig. 2). 
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
